VATICAN CITY, Dec. 10.—()— 
Pope Pius XI left his bed today for 
the first time in his six-day illness, 
but attendants almost carried him and 
he remained up only a short time. 

A reliable Vatican source said he 
suffered a relapse and expressed the 
opinion he never would be able to walk 
again if he recovered from his present 
crisis. 

His heart action has been irregular 
and. he suffers from the infirmities of 
old age as well as partial paralysis of 
the legs. 

Taken to his private chapel, the 79- 


year-old holy father heard mass from) 


an armchair and then was put back 


o bed. 

Well-informed persons said tonight 
the holy father’s condition was one of 
“stasis”"—that is, stagnation of the 
blood. They explained this was due 
to resistance of the capillary walls. 

These sources said it was useless to 
think of the pope's leaving his bed per- 
manently for some time.

EDWARD VIII GIVES UP ALL TITLES 
IN RENOUNCING SIMPLE ONE OF KING 


Monarch Becomes Plain Mr. Windsor Until 
New Title Is Conferred Upon Him; Com- 
mons Extols King, Declare Subjects Will 
Often Raise Glasses to Britain’s ‘Real Ruler.’

LONDON, Dec. 11 (Friday).—Edward VIII renounced the 
throne of the British empire for a woman’s love and today the 


Duke of York, his brother and sticcessor, took on his shoulders 
‘the problems of a trcubled world. 


Thus forces were set in motion which may not be fully 
judged in this generation. 

Still King and Emperor, Edward awaited one last document, 
the law of abdication, before becoming David Windsor who 
would mafry Wallis Warfield Simpson, American-born and 
twice divorced.

Farewell to his 495,000,000 subjects willbe spoken by 
Edward in a broadcast tonight (4 p. m., Atlanta time). It was 
announced he will speak as a simple citizen. He may not even speak from 
England. He may Speak from France, where he is expected to fly when 
he formally lays down his scepter and starts his new life. 

He will be an exile, in fact for a time, if not by legal requirement. 
His abdication, read in parliament today, gave his decision as “irrevocable” 
and surfendered rights to the throne in the name of any descendants. 
He cut himself off for all time for the woman he loves and who waits 
for him at Cannes, where from the Villa Lou Viei she looked out through 
drizzling rain, under dark clouds at an uneasy sea. 

Long Live the King. 

‘Long Live the King!” shouted many tonight, but many also were 
quiet, disturbed and uneasy. They symbolized the world’s unrest, the 
changing times that shadow the universe with war and threat of war, 
political upheavals, economic changes and grave doubt of what the 
future may bring. - 

While “Long Live the King!” echoed, the British, parliament heard 
predictions of the ‘‘end of Kings.” 

The house of commons, after recessing once, met at 6 p. m. (12 
o’clock, midnight Atlanta time) last night and in the 40 minutes before 
it adjourned for the night passed the first reading of the abdication bill, 

Parliament will reassemble at 11 a. m. (5 a. m., Atlanta time) today 
for a session in which it was proposed both the commons and the 
lords will pass the bill on its subsequent stages. It will then go to 
Edward VIII for the royal assent.

STUNT FLIERS CAVORT 
AT MIAMIS AIR CIRGUS 


Ex-Navy Pilot Rings Airport 
With Smoke From 
White Plane. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 10.—(4)—Stunt 
fliers cavorted by the hour at the 
All-American Air Show today as ceil- 
ing-zero weather elsewhere virtually 
isolated south Florida from air travel. 

With less than 40 planes here of 
the 350 expected, officials hurriedly 
slashed all competitive events from 
the opening day’s program and told 
the aerial acrobats the sky was theirs. 

Cuba’s Lem Povey, Rumania’s Alex- 
andro Papana and the United State’s 
ravy’s Joseph Mackay, with scarcely 
a break, roared about in maneuvers 
HS breath-taking as their motors were 
deafening. 

Other pilots, mostly Miamians, pre- 
sented comic interludes. Garbed in 
football moleskins, three local flyers 
demonstrated how not to fly in a skit 
during which they banged wing-tips on 
the earth, bounced over pylons and be- 
haved in generally crazy fashion. 

A shotgun, loaded with feathers, 
was finally resorted to in another 
skit to bring down Michae] Murphy, 
who took his small monoplane off 
from a cradle atop a speeding automo- 


ile. 

Undaunted by the thrillers achieved 
by the internationai fliers in ships 
built for that sort of flying.

years old. I worked

tered dressmaker at my home, which 
I own and on which I pay taxes. 
Am I eligible to receive compensation 
under the S. S. A.?—F. M. W. 

A. Self-employers are not eligible 


to old-age retirement benefits under 
the S. S. A. 


Q.-I live on and operate a farm, 


but do odd jobs of building when I 
can get them, making 25 to 40 cents 
an hour. Must I make returns and 
pay tax on such wages? I1 was 64 
years old on November 30.—E, T. M. 

A. Both agricultural labor and self- 
employers are ineligible for old-age 
retirement benefits under the social 
security act. Whether or not a per 
son who does odd jobs is eligible for 
old-age retirement benefits depends 
upon the relationship of the person by 
whom the work is performed, to the in- 
dividual for whom the services are 
performed. If the relationship is that 
of employer and employe, the person 
doing the work is eligible for old-age 
retirement benefits provided the work 
(as casual labor) is in the regular 
course of the employer’s business, and 
also if the work is an included em- 
ployment within the United States. 
A person now 64 years old is not elig- 
ible for monthly benefits. 
bility for old-age benefits is establish-

December 3—The press carried 
accounts of an acute constitutional 
crisis between the mozarch and his 
ministers; the Duke and Duchess of 
York returned from Scotland; mem- 
bers of the King’s staff were sum- 
moned to Belvedere; Edward re- 
turned to Buckingham palace for 
talks with Queen Mother Mary. the 
Dukes of York, Gloucester 4nd Kent 
and Baldwin; Mrs. Simpson left for 
France. 

December 4—Edward returned to 
Belvedere in the early hours; Bald- 
win announced in commons that 
there could be no morganatic mar- 
riage: later he saw the King. 

December 5—Edward cancelled 
all his engagements; the cabinet 
met: Baldwin conferred with Sir 
John Simon and Lord Craigavon, 
premier of northern Ireland. 


December 6—Prayers were said 
in the churches for the guidance of 
the King and his ministers; the 
eabinet met twice; Baldwin visit- 
ed Queen Mary. 

December 7—Baldwin told the 
commons that the projected mar- 
riage with Mrs. Simpson was raised 
by the King himself “some weeks 
ago;” Wallis issued a statement 
from Cannes offering to withdraw 
from an “unhappy, untenable sit- 
uation:” the Duke of York conferred 
with the King at Belvedere. 

December 8—Further ministerial 
conferences were held, after which 
Baldwin visited Belvedere for the 
sixth time, dined with Edward, the 
Dukes of York and Kent; Mrs.

Former British Monarch fs 
Expected To Leave Native 
Country Tonight. 


By HARRY L. PERCY. 
FORT BELVEDERE, England, 
Dec. 10.—(UP)—Edward Windsor, 
42, a personable young man whose 
experience has included the kingship 
otf a vast empire, was locking tonight 
for a new station in life. 

Tonight the boyish-looxing mon- 
arch, lounging before a log fire in his 
‘woodland estate, was still “Edward 
VIII, by the Grace of God, of Great 
Britain, Ireland, and of the British 
Dominions beyond the seas, King, De- 
fender of the Faith, Emperor of In- 
cia.” But by tomorrow night, or Sat- 
urday at the latest, he will have none 
of these titles nor the power and 
wealth pertaining to them. His future 
status is highly uncertain—but he will 
be free to marry the woman he loves. 

Edward’s future titles and emolu- 
ments, if any, appear to depend on the 
good will of his brother, the Duke 
of York, who will succeed him on Brit- 
2in’s throne. 

He now has the title of the Duke 
of Cornwall and the $500,000 yearly 
in revenue which comes from the 
wealthy duchy. But only by the new 
King’s decree can he retain them. The 
two brothers—as Edward indicated 
in a pencilled note to Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin—are _govd friends 
and courtiers expect the new monarch 
to assure his brother a comfortable 
revenue, 

It was expected that Edward, aft- 
er signing the act of abdication, would 
leave England tomorrow night. His 
destination is a closely guarded secret, 
but those close to him believe that 
he will go to some foreign country— 
not where his presence as a former 
monarch might be embarrassing to any 
part of the British empire. 

While the empire on which the sun 


Anever sets heard his decision to ab- 


dicate today, Edward remained in his 
country lodge, more of a real home 
to him than any of the royal family's 
more famous castles. He saw no cne 
but members of his family and gov- 
ernent officials, While his abdication 
was being read, he sat alone sipping 
from a glass of whisky. 

Edward, who soon will join that 
increasing circle of former monarchs 
without thrones, arose early for a last 
look over the estate which he may not 
see again for many years. 

Shortly befére noon he received a 
brief visit from Sir John Simon, home 
secretary, and Walter T. Monckton, 
his legal and financial adviser, They 
remained until 1:45 p. m., then hur- 
ried to London in time for announce- 
ment of Edward’s abdication in com- 
mons, 

The King had luncheon with his 
three brothers—the Dukes of York, 
Kent and Gloucester. 

Meanwhile, in London, Queen Mary, 
sorrowing over her son’s departure 
from, the throne, was holding up brare- 
ly. She went for a long motor ride 
this. afternoon and visited her datgh- 
ler-in-law, the Duchess of York, who, 
within a few day will me the 
Queen of England. Then Mary will 
lose her title of queen and become 
the “Queen Mother.” 

As a last gesture, Edward decid- 
ed tonight to address by radio the 
empire which he ruled. His words 
will be carried by the British Broad- 
casting Company to the fur trappers 
ef Canada, the planters of Ceylon, the 
ranchers of Australia and the tea 
planters of India on a world-wide 
broadcast, 

_It will be his farewell to an em- 
pire which, for 42 years, he was 
trained to rule. 


PRESIDENT NEARS 
ISLE OF TRINIDAD 


Governor of British Posses- 
sion Will Visit 
Roosevelt. 


WITH PRESIDENT ROOSE- 
VELT, AT SEA, Dec. 10.—(4)—The 
cruiser Indianapolis, bearing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt homeward from Latin 
America, slowed tonight to 19 knots 
as it neared Trinidad, where the 
President was to spend four hours 
ashore tomorrow. 

Sir Murchison Fletcher, governor of 
the British-owned island, was to pay 
a courtesy call on the Un:ted States 
executive aboard the Indianapolis at 
9:20 a. m., followed 20 minutes later 
by Captain Devaisseau Latham, of the 
French cruiser Jeanne D’Arec. 

The sun-tanned President was 
scheduled to land at Port-of-Spain 
at 10 a, m. His program included in- 
spection of a guard of honor, a wel- 
come by the municipal council and 
a 25-mile motor trip over the island. 

Mr. Roosevelt is to pause at a me- 
morial gateway built in honor of Com- 
modore Oliver H. Perry, hero of the 
battle of Lake Erie in the War of 
1812, who died 0° yellow fever in Port- 
of-Spain in 1819. 

After luncheon at the government 
house, the President is scheduled to 
return to the Indianapolis at 2 p. m., 
and to depart immediately for Charles- 
ton. S. C.

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THE CRISIS IN CITY AFFAIRS 
It is inconceivable that the criti- 


cal condition of the city’s finances 
should result in the threatened de- 
fault of the $750,000 in municipal 
bonds which will come due on Jan- 
uary 1, but the crisis that is faced 
is a solemn warning to the incom- 
ing administration that the city’s 
financial affairs must be put on a 
more stable and businesslike basis. 

For many years the banks of the 
city have retired the bonds when 
they came due on the first of each 
year and have been repaid from tax 
‘receipts received later during the 
year. The banks have been willing 
to co-operate to this extent with 
the city when the municipal budget 
was balanced and when it was as- 
sured that the income of the city 
would match expenditures. 

The banks cannot be criticized 
for hesitating to absorb these bonds 
this year when the financial affairs 
of the city are in such critical con- 
dition that there is not even enough 
money in the treasury to pay the 
salaries of its employes. 

In some way the present impasse 
must be solved or the credit of the 
city will be seriously involved. The 
bonds of few local governments in 
the United States have commanded 
as uniformly high prices as those 
of Atlanta, and if those coming due 
on January 1 should be defaulted, it 
will mean not only that dhe city’s 
credit will suffer, but 4a heavy 
losses would be incurred in the sale 
of future bond issues. 

It is unthinkable that the threat- 
ened default will not be averted, but 
the seriousness of the situation fs 
such as to forcefully emphasize to 
Mayor-elect Hartsfield and the mem- 
bers of the new council that the 
ald, politically controlled method of 
directing the financial affairs of the 
city must be abandoned. 

Out of this crisis must come a 
new and more businesslike admin- 
istration of the municipal govern- 
ment, or else the city’s credit will 
be destroyed and public service 
brought to an unjustified level of 
inefficiency.

U. S. HIGHWAY PROGRAM 

Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of 
the United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, told officials of the American 
Association of State Highway Offi- 
cials at their recent meeting in San 
Francisco that highway construc- 
tion in the United States would like- 
ly exceed $800,000,000 in 1937. 

Mr. MacDonald said that the fed- 
eral government will deal only 
through state highway departments, 
and that improvement of secondary 
roads would be a part of permanent 
highway legislation. The immense 
sum set for next year’s construc- 
tion program will necessarily de- 
‘pend upon the states contributing 
their share. 

Proponents of the ambitious pro)- 
“ect of a six-width highway across 
the country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific were told by W. C. Mark- 
ham, of Washington, D. C., that at 
present it was both a political and 
economic impossibility. However, 
he approved the improvement of 
heavily traveled entrances to cities 
with four and six-width lanes of 
travel. 

In this connection, the state of 
Indiana, aroused by a rapidly mount- 
ing death rate on Its highways, is 
experimenting with ridges separat- 
ing lanes of traffic moving in op- 
os directions. These are being

The problem of highway safety 
is one that is engrossing the atten- 
tion of the nation, and it is one 
that must be solved. The speedy 
type of car is here to stay, and 
while the preponderance of drivers 
will operate them with due regard 
to their own safety and that of 
others, there are other drivers who 
take needless risks in their rush to 
get somewhere a few minutes 
quicker than they could by more 
careful operation of their cars. 

The standard drivers’ license law 
is rapidly becoming recognized as 
one method of clearing the high- 
ways of heedless and drunken driv- 
ers. Such laws, with wider high- 
ways and night illumination of dan- 
gerous stretches of road by the new 
sodium lights, are all moves in the 
direction of safety. 


MARKERS FOR HISTORIC SITES 

Margaret Mitchell’s semi-histori- 
cal novel, “Gone With the Wind,” 
has developed a phenomenal na- 
tion-wide interest in this section of 
Georgia, of which Atlanta is the im- 
mediate hub, with the result that 
since midsummer a stream of tdtr- 
ists, running into many thousands, 
has stopped in Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of visiting places mentioned in 
that most popular novel and other 
sites that figure in recorded history 
from the early days of Spanish and 
English pioneers in this part of 
Georgia down to more recent pe- 
riods, ° 

Few of these historic places bear 
any markers. In pushing ahead 
commercially and industrially At- 
lanta has lost sight of its historic 
and colorful past, and has failed to 
capitalize on historic features that 
in many instances are better known 
to visitors than to the average citi- 
zen of Atlanta. 


Steps to remedy this deplorable 
condition were inaugurated at a 
meeting last week of the directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce, offi- 
cers and directors of the Historical 
Society and representatives of the 
Atlanta Hotel Men’s Association and 
the Atlanta Convention and Tourist 
Bureau. 

Plans were laid at that meeting 
looking to the erection of wooden 
markers, with suitable inscriptions, 
on every historic site in and around 
the city. These markers, to be ap- 
proximately 18 by 24 inches, will 
serve temporarily until more sub- 
Stantial ones can be erected. 
Following selection of places to be 
marked and placement of the mark- 
ers, a guide book, with map and 
full directions, will be prepared for 
the convenience of tourists and oth- 
ers interested in visiting the his- 
toric sites—some of which are in 
the heart of the city. 


It is not generally known, but 
two buildings near Five Points rest 
on the site of now defunct springs 
which were once the source of the 
Altamaha river and which marked 
the division line between Spanish 
and English dominions in this part 
of America in the early history of 
Georgia. There are numerous other 
historic spots within the city limits, 
none of which are marked. Not only 
in Atlanta, but in all the territory 
surrounding it, are points that have 
figured largely in early history, as 
well as in incidents that occurred 
in the War Between the States. 

Travelers in Virginia, especially 
the eastern section of the state, find 
an abundance of signs along the 
highways directing those interested 
to points of historic interest, and 
annually large numbers of people 
visit these spots. 


Atlanta and the territory sur- 
rounding it are just as rich histori- 
cally. Properly marked, our his- 
toric shrines will attract thousands. 

In launching the movement at 
the meeting, Eugene Harrington, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, expressed the belief 
that it would assure for At- 
lanta a new and steady revenue 
through attracting to the city large 
numbers of the tourists who flock 
to southern resorts for the winter. 

There should be universal co- 
operation in a movement designed 
to capitalize on long neglected as- 
sets, and certain, if successfully car- 
ried through, to benefit every com- 
mercial interest in the city.

“If I might attempt a sweeping gen- 
eralization about the general course 
of human history in the 18 years that 
have followed the war I believe I 
should have you with me if I said that 
was a period of flounderings, violent 
ill-directed mass movements, slack 
drifting here and convulsive action 
there,” said H. G. Wells in the course 
of a lecture which he delivered in Lon- 
don recently. 

He took the case of the United 
States during this recent perioud—a 
country which he described as one of 
the most intelligently aware countries 
in the world. ‘There came President 
Roosevelt, who, from the point of 
view of Mr. Wells’ discussion, was 
one of the most interesting figures of 
all history. He really did make an ap- 
peal for such knowledge and under- 
standing as existed to come to his aid. 

he President had to experiment and 
attempt this and that; he turned 
from one promising adviser to the oth- 
er. He did not pretend to be a di- 
vinity. He was a politician. 

He was none of your dictator gods. 
He showed himself open and recep- 


}tive for the organized information and 


guidance that was not there. “And it 
isn’t there now,” added Mr, Wells. 
“For we live in a world of unused 
and misapplied knowledge and skill,” 
he continued. He suggested that some- 
thing—a new social organ, a new in- 
stitution which he called ‘‘world en- 
cyclopedia’—is the means whereby we 
can solve the jig-saw puzzle and bring 
all the scattered and ineffective wealth 
of our world into something like a 
common understanding and into an ef- 
fective reaction upon our vulgar every- 
day political, social and economic life.

The Sistine Frescoes. 


The report that the Sistine frescoes 
of Michelangelo are peeling off and 
have to be treated with a special 
serum that is squirted through tiny 
holes behind the pictures would sur- 
prise the great artist himself for he 
put long and painful months in pre- 
paring the plaster on which they are 
painted. However, it is thought that 
the modern heating system of the Vat- 
ican is responsible for what may yet 
become a great disaster. 

Michelangelo could not foresee the 
steam heat of the twentieth century. 
When he was busy on the roof of the 
Sistine chapel, he was sure that his 
work would last for all eternity and 
he was. so absorbed in it that he 
would not communicate with any- 
one. He had the chapel closed and 
no one was to enter it while he was 
at work. Even the pope came under 
this ban, and the story goes that when 
determined to see how the work was 
progressing, Julius II crept into the 
chapel, the artist, as if by accident, 
let some of his instruments fall from 
the high scaffold so near to the Pope 
as to compel a hasty retreat. 

According to some stories, the Pope 
was so angry that Michelangelo had 
te take his refuge in flight, and the 
work stopped, probably for some 
years. Julius, however, could find no 
one whom he would trust to con- 
tinue it and “paid him considerable 
court to induce him to go on with it.” 

Another story has it that the Pope 
and the great artist had a violent 
quarrel on top of that scaffold, both 
being nearer to 80 than 70 at the 
time.

The answer suggested by one official, recently returned from abroad 
goes deeper than popular conception of the situation. It is this: 

The fever of a majority of people in England is running at a war- 
time temperature. It is even more pronounced in other nations of Eu- 
rope. The only thing they seem to be interested in is armaments. They 
get that idea from statesmen at the top. Anything old, such as customs 
or ideals, are secondary to immediate necessities, such as govern their 
lives as in wartimes. The only really important thing is guns, guns, 


guns. They think guns will make them safe. 
GOLD ACTION The interpretation is tremendously important to 

the United States, not because it indicates war but 
because of present economic effect. It means those gold imports which 
were worrying President Roosevelt so much before he went to South 
America are not going to diminish and probably will increase. With all 
Europe in its present state of mind, there is no logical place for invest- 
— gO, except into the United States, where comparative security is 
offered. 

A very good reason exists for suspecting that the authorities here 
have consequently decided to approach Britain and invite her to take 
some action to restrict the export of her capital to this country. It may 
be done openly. Such things seldom are. But there are ways for Treas- 
ury Secretary Morgenthau to communicate with foreign officials outside 
official channels, 

Such a step would offer much better possibilities than amending the 
capital gains tax or putting a new domestic tax on foreign investments. 
One competent authority says a tax was tried once and resulted in 80 
per cent evasions. 


GUN RANGE Lloyds’ reason for banning further insurance against 
war damage is the same as is causing secret concern 
ine every war office in the world, the airplane. 

Technical improvements in war planes are coming so fast that pro- 
fessional war-makers, as well as insurance adjusters, have had to revise 
their plans constantly. No one knows where the improvement will stop.

ment and, on the whole, indicated a 
glad, pious resolve to do good, be nice, 
love his neighbor and seek new bori- 
zons, hand-in-hand with the hired help. 
A charming oration and an unexpected 
joy to those who took in earnest the 
campaign forbodings of the opposition. 
It accepted the election returns with 
smiling grace, not sullen resignation, 
and filled the room with the song of 
birds. 

Mr. Chester's speech consisted large- 
ly of generalities, but then, 6o do Mr: 
Roosevelt’s bed-time stories, for par- 
ticulars are too much to expect in 
such wide discussions, but the one was 
no less handsome than the President's.

Agreements The reference to 
the obligations of 
Not One Way labor, if developed, 
would tend to show 
that although labor usually. bas the 
sympathy of the public in its brawls 
with soulless corporations, it is not 
always noble or even honest or in the 
right. Yet, unions may and do gum 
up the wheels of industry at the whim 
of any impulsive leader who wants 
to get his name before the public, 
sometimes in defiant violation of the 
agreements which the unions dictated 
and which are binding on the boss. 
The unions often fight among them- 
selves and do their scrapping on other 
people's property and in some cases 
the union is nothing but the private 
racket of a few idle grafters who are 
nevertheless able to stick placards on 
hungry-looking pickets and give the 
employer a bad name. 

Just now in New York the picket 
is a common sight walking up and 
down before some big or little store 
proclaiming that the man inside 1s 
unfair to moving picture operators, 
button-hole makers or waiters. 
broad statement, damaging to the busi- 
ness of the place which, if uttered by 
a newspaper, would be grounds for a 
libel action. It may mean only that 
the theater owner refused to hire a 
needless and possibly incompetent 
hand to sit by and watch another em- 
ploye do one man’s work. It may 
mean that some foreman fired some 
poisonous grumbler in the button-hole 
factory for gossiping about the boss 
on the boss’ own time and urging bet- 
ter men to spoil material. I realize at 
once that the button-hole maker .is a 
difficult case in which to arouse sym- 
pathy for the employer. They arent 
the noblest type of boss, but, then, 
their help aren't orchids, either. And 
the waiters may be out merely because 
the boss was standing at the employes 
entrance and fired a waiter for trying 
to go home with a ham under each 
arm. But these specifications would 
not show on the placards, and it is 
fair to urge that the unions which 
utter these sweeping denunciations 
should be required to take responsi- 
bility, just as publishers do. 


The*boss in business knows 
Mutual that he must come up with 
Reform the pay roll on pay day 

and be does it somehow, 
though sometimes at a loss. But the 
union accepts no responsibility for in- 
ferior work, spoiled material, injured 
machinery or delays. Labor comes to 
regard a job as the actual possession 
of the man who fills it and to claim 
for that man a right to continued em- 
ployment. But every man may feel 
that he is free to quit without notice 
no matter how badly his quitting will 
embarrass the employer. The treat- 
ment of labor troubles takes little or 
no notice of the fact that a large per- 
centage of workmen can’t do good 
work, even when they try, and ignore 
the problem of the malicious agitator 
in the shop. An enemy the boss 
doesn't dare fire thongh he knows the 
man is working against harmony, ef- 
ficiency and the mutual interests 0 
the business and the honest help. 

If Mr. Chester will permit me, J 
think he also bas in mind but con- 
siders this an inauspicious moment to 
say that there is just as much larceny, 
rapacity and pizen per capita among 
the ranks of Jabor as in the National 
Association of Manufacturers, and 
that the reform should be mutual.

One spring day 30 years ago, a boy:in the typical prairié state went 
adventuring afoot down the big road and was picked up by a map peddler.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


THE STORY OF IRON AND 
STEEL. 

V—Bessemer and Cheaper Steel. 

Experts who deal with metals find 
it hard to tell in any short, simple 
way the difference between iron and 
steel. All steel is composed of iron, 
and can be traced back to iron ore; 
but a great deal of iron cannot 
classed as steel. 

Steel is obtained from pig iron treat- 
ed in special ways. It contains only a 
small amount of carbon, which is a 
very important fact. So-called “soft 
steel” contains the least carbon. “Me- 
dium steel” containsa little more car- 
bon, and “hard steel” contains one- 
third of one per cent of carbon, or| 
more. All these kinds of steel bave, 
their special use. Soft steel is used' 
for making voiler plates. Medium 
steel is widely used in making frame 
work for office buildings. Hard steel | 
is valued for making tools, axles, and 
springs. In addition to these steels | 
there are many kinds of “alloyed 
steels,” 

The art of making steel was known 
in olden times, though it was not

nearly so common the: as other forms 
o* iron. At Damascus, an ancient city 
of Syria, iron workers learned to 
make swords which won wide fame. 
The swords Lad steel blades, and the 
“blades of Damascus” were valued by 
those who could obtain them. 
Toledo, Spain also had its steel- 
makers long ago, and they won about 


they could. but it seems tbat in treat- 


ing the iron to make steel they mixed 
in green leaves and other parts of 
plants, They “teapered” the metal by 
plunging it in cold water, and thus 
caused quick cooling. 

In the year 1855 English mills were 
turning out steel by a slow process, . 
and the cost of the steel in our money 
was from $230 to $300 per ton. Then 
came the work of Henry Bessemer. 

Besseme.’s most important idea 
grew from a little event which took . 
place while he was watching a furnace 
in an iron foundry. One day he 
opened the door of a furnace in which 
iron was being melted and noticed 
“two pieces of pig iron” which had 
not melted. When he reached in with 
an iron bar to knock down the pieces, 
he found they were “shells” of iron 
from which the carbon had been taken 
away. 

This made Bessemer think about a 
new way of taking carbon from molten 
iron. “If it can done by air,” he 
said to himeelf, “‘why not find a way 
te force air through the whole. molten 
mass?” 

Noon afterward Bessemer invented 
a “converter” and forced a blast of 
air through 700 nounés of molten pig 
iron. That converter worked, but it 
blew out such a stream of sparks that 
he feared the roofs of near-by build- 
ings would catch fire. That did not 
happen, however, and the trial was & 
success. Almost all the carbon had 
been taken from the-pig iron. 

After further trials, Bessemer 
found that ha could produce steel at 
the cost of only $30 to $35 a ton. In 
years which followed, Bessemer con- 
verters became common in the leading 
countries of the world. They were 
used to produce hard steel as well as 
soft steel, and the low cost led to far 
gremter use of s.ee] than ever before,

They'll die slow- 
ly but surely if the majors starve 
them at their source. What's more, 
the majors won't do themselves any 
good in the long run. 

Last week, the minor leagues voted 
to keep Judge Landis’ hands off their 
deals with the majors and the sand- 
lots. That was a foolish and slightly 
suicidal move, as the judge hinted in 
his Feller decision. It was dictated by 
certain major league owners and the 
minors did as they were told. 

Judge Landis says his hands are 
now tied. They aren’t. He could bring 
plenty of pressure to bear on the ball 
barons if he chose. Maybe he still in- 
tends to, at that. But time is flying 
fast, and he hasn't made a very good 
start.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—4)—King 
Edward VIII is the first English 
monarch to quit his throne before 
being crowned. 

Edward began his rule on January 
20, the day of the death of his father, 
George V. 

Two rulers occupied the throne less 
time than that. 

A King Edward of four and a half 
centuries . ago—Edward V—didnt 
have a chance to abdicate. He _ be- 
came King at the age of 13, and ruled 
for three months. He was a ruler in 
name only. for he spent the three 
months in the Tower of London, where 
he was slain in 1483 by order of his 
uncle, the Duke of Gloucester. The 
duke then had himself crowned as 
Richard III, but he lasted only two 
vears, from 1483 to 1485, before be- 
ing deposed. 

Another monarch whose reign end- 
ed the same year it began was Har- 
old II. The date was 1066. Harold 
was the last of the Saxon Kings. An

arrow killed him on Hastings battle- 
field*on October 14, as he and. his 
followers were trying to repulse the 
Norman invasion. The invaders won, 
and their leader, William the Con- 
queror, became King. 

There were two Kings who as- 
sumed the crown one year and lost 
it the next. 

One was Edmund II, known as 
“Tronsides” because of his bravery in 
battle. He became King in the year 
1016. In 1017 he. was murdered by 
order of Canute, who seized the throne 
and made himself famous later by go- 
ing down to the seashore and order- 
ing the waves not to lap his feet. 
The waves didn’t listen. Canute didn’t 
expect them to. He issued the order 
to prove the unimportance of man. 

The other was Hardicannte, who 
became King of all England in 1040 
after sharing the rule of the realm 
with Harold I (Harefoot) for a cou- 
ple of years. Hardicanute didn’t care 
for Harold, but he was too much 
afraid of him to do anything about 
it until after Harold died. Then 
he had Harold's head chopped off and 
his body thrown into the Thames. 

Altogether, there were 20 English 
Kings who reigned less than 10 years. 
Kleven of them lasted five years or 
less. 

(Jueen Victoria, the present King’s 
great-grandmother, ruled longest of 
them all—63 years. Next, with 59 
years,-was George III, in whose refgn 
the American revolution was fought. 

King Edward is the seventh King 
to begin-and end his reign as a bach- 
elor. 

The other six: 

Athelsfan, who was on the throne 
from 924 to 940. 

Harold I. whose reign ran from 
1036 to 1039.
